1. Case No. 70 C 790 was filed in the U.S. District Court, April 6, 1970. Summons was 
seized on April 9, 1970. Defendant, National Archives and Records Service, made no appearance 
within the 60 days period, and plaintiff’s Motion for Default is pending. During open court hearinos 
May 14 and June 15, 1970, paragraph 3 of plaintiff's Complaint was taken to be a motion requestino- 
that none of the present judges of the Northern District of Illinois hear or adjudicate the case. Dur- 
ing such hearings, plaintiff Skolnick elaborated on his request, stating that Judge J. Sam Perry is 
responsible for the false imprisonment of Abraham Bolden; imprisonment on admittedly perjured 
testimony, the mam witness against Bolden having confessed perjury. S.kolnick then and there . 
offered to further specify these matters. Skoinick's position is and was that as stated in his 
CompMint, the suppression of documents by defendant National Archives is interwoven with the 
false imprisonment of Bolden. [PI. Complaint, paragraphs 9 and ll].
